of the civil war general, was today elected third mayor of the Greater New York over Seth Low, 
Fusionist, the present mayor, by the large plurality of 63,617. 


Edward M. Grout was elected comptroller and Charles V. Fornes president of the board of alder- 


men. 
These two men were indorsed by Tammany. 


The result shows a tremendous change of public sentiment since Mayor Low's election, two 


years ago, -when he won by 31,632.

Chicago is one of the most beautiful

He owns 
a very fine property worth between 
eight and ten thousand dollars, with a 
fine crop of corn on it. We first stopped 
with Ellis Figard, who is a son of 
James Figard. He lives in the city of 
London. We made his place our head- 
quarters, as he was one of our partic- 
ular friends and relations, and we soon 
learned that his helpmate was one of 
those kind of women who wanted to 
make her guests feel at home. Their 
daughter ia seventeen years old and 
has two diplomas from the high school. 
Illinois has the best school facilities of 
any state in the Union. 
They have 


eight months' free school, besides the 
summmer term. 
A poor man with a 


family who doesn't own any real estate 
doesn't pay any school tax. He only

citizenship in every respect. 


Our next stop was at William and 


Ellen Figard's. They are children of 
my brother David, who was killed 
sev- 


eral years ago by his team getting 
frightened. The two own the mansion 
farm. They are both well fixed in the 
way of having plenty of this world's 
goods. Wo also visited D. I. Foster, a 
son cf the late Mil°s Foster, deceased. 
He lives one and a half miles north of 
Rappetee. He is operating a coal mine 
and doing a lucrative business. The 
wagons 'were coming in at all hours of 
the day and he receives 31.50 a ton at 
the mine. He has a very fine family

His »rmy at the beginning ol the 
itrnggle was disorganized and it was 
only by strenuous 
effort and diplo- 


matic moves that he had succeeded 
When the strike was declared over 
there was a celebration in every valley 
and town in the hard coal fields, and 
the miners said it was Mitchell's Diy. 


The great struggles ol 1900 and 1903 


have been recorded in the pages oi 
history and will never be lorgotten by 
the people ol Pennsylvania; bnt they, 
and especially the men who were di- 
rectly concerned in the outcome ol 
those battles, should not forget the 
leiions they taught, the most import- 
ant ol them all being the value ol con 
lervatlsm.

'Why Stand Ye Here All the Day 


Idle?" 


Special Correspondence ol THE GAZETTE. 


CINCINNATI, 
November 
2.—"Why 


stand ye here all the day idle?" 
This 


was the text of a sermon by Ret. Her- 
bert S. Bigelow in his pulpit at the 
Vine Street Congregational church, yes- 
terday. 


Mr. Bigelow spoke of the value of the 


parable to the student of history. He 
aid that Jesus in inventing His para- 
bles was an unconscious historian 
These little word-pictures of every day 
scenes, he said, throw mneh light npon 
the manners and customs of tbe times; 
and he referred to the parable of the 
employer who went into the market 
olaee to hire workmen as throwing 
some light on the question of wages in 
that day. 


He said, in part: We learn from this 


parable that the customary wane for 
common labor was one penny, which Is 
more properly translated shilling. We 
might infer from this that the condi- 
tion of labor was much worse then than 
now. But this would not be a safe con 
elusion. 
We may read of wages in 


India or China in ancient or modern 
times that seem astoundingly small in 
comparison with our own. 
But we 


know that there can be but little real 
difference, for there are uniform con 
ditions which tend to reduce the wage 
to the point of bare subsistence for 
common labor. 


They had in ancient days what we 


hive now, a system by which the 
richest vineyards and the most valua- 
ble mines and the enormous land val 
ues of the cities gravitate into the 
hands of the few; and as population 
encroaches upon the land, these few 
tiave an increasing power to appropri 
ate to themselves the products of labor 
and as labor becomes more efficient 
through discovery and 'invention, the 
favored ones who monopolize the op 
portunities of labor reap the lion's 
share of the world's wealth. 


It is only in new countries where the 


supply of unused land is great in pro- 
portion to the population that wages 
are relatively high. 


It is not our tariff wall; it is the 
.bundance of free land that has made 
America the E dorado of labor. 
Bnt 


as population grows and this available 
land becomes monopolized, European 
conditions are bound to reappear in 
America and wages must go down to 
tde dead level: and that is Nature's 
penalty for the crime and the folly ol 
land monopoly. And the two-penny 
statesman can no more avert this pen 
ally without going down to the root of 
the evil than he can make fishes live in 
the air or men thrive in the sea.

Now comes 
a shock which affects the livelihood 
directly or indirectly, of 200,000 men 
Students of economic history know 
this is only the beginning. Once again, 
as in the panic of ten years ago, thai 
question of the parable will have a 
dreadful significance. One failure wil 
bring another. The army of the un 
^mployed will swell to monstrous pro 
portions and Hunger will ask as of old 
'Why stand ye here al) the day idle? 
I remember the troubled times of ten 


years ago. I was in Chicago the summe: 
cf the railroad strike 
One could hard 


ly walk the distance of a block with 
out being accosted by a beggar. Along 
the lake shore on Michigan avenue oni 
could see a great multitude standing 
all the day idle. 


But with those crowds it was evl 


dent, that, while their hands weri 
idle, hunger had prodded their minds 
on to some activity. Agitators weri 
haranguing excited groups.

blue-coats paced the streets and the 
people followed them with s'allen 
looks. 


There, within reach of mansions 


which rivaled the glory of Solomon 
there, at the feet of those stupendon 
works of stone which exngured the 
energy aud daring of a mighty city 
there, amid luxury's flashing color 
and trade's countless columns; there 
were hundreds and thousands, slinking 
in the alleys or begging in the streets 
out of work and out of hope, and 
Icoking with eyes of envy and heart 
of hate upon all that flaunted wealth 
aud power.

?lory and Nineveh's vanity and Home's 
pride we should have done so little t' 
solve this greatest of prob'ems—thii 
labor problem, which is the rock on 
which the empires of the past hav 
fillen and on which the republics o 
the future may perish. 


"Why 
stand ye here all the day 


idle?" That is labor's riddle Because 
no man has hired yon ? To be sure 
But why has no man hired yon? Why 
are there not more jobs than men 
What do idle men want? If they 
want houses, are there not forests? I' 
they want food, are there not field ? 
If they want fuel, are not Nature's 
storehouses full? Why, then, should 
human labor stand idly by, or be wast- 
ed in misdirected and useless effort 
when all the materials are at hand 
from which wealth is made? Why is 
not the demand for labor always in 
excess of the supply? When the work- 
in gman can answer that question he 
may stand up and be a god on the 
earth and the land will be his domin- 
ion and joy will crown his toil.
